1, The barracks under construction at Fratelia are located approximately 
3.5 kilometers southeast of the Timisoara Railroad Station and ap- 
proxinately 1.5 kilometers northeast of the Fratelia Railroad Station. 


2. Construction was being undertaken by a labor detachment of approxi-~ 
mately 2,000 soldiers and several civilian specialists. The soldiers 


were housed in 20 temporary wooden barracks of the German type, which 
were scheduled to be taken apart after termination of the work.
